The accompanying 
lint is just a few instances of 
IperMus who have been known to 
have passed 120 years. And pass- 
ing the 160th milestone is not the 
fnost strenuous thing in life. 

There are vaiions means advanc 
«d to prolong life. But an Italian 
<;hemisr gives the latest and most 
fltartling method. It is simply to 
sleep thirty-six hours at a stretch. 
Ue say that if a person goes to sleep 
Saturday evening and keeps it until 
Monday morning he will store up 
an enormous amount of energy and 
prolong his life 60 per cent. 

Now there waH a Numos de Cugna 
who reached the ripe old age of 370 
yearn. It is nnderstood that he 
was A friend of Maffeun, the his- 
torian. According to the latter, 
ilxa Bengal native was described as 
•'*« kind of living chronicle." 

Ttvomas Parr was the progenitor 
of the wost remarkable family for 
(longevity on record. The famous 
Dr. Harvey facetiously remarked 
ooncerning the old gentleman, after 
making an autofwy on the body, 
(list he might have added a few 
years to his life had he eliminated 
some of his high living. Parr 
married first at the age of 88 years. 
By this union (wo children were 
born. Apparently the old codger 
bad not sown all his wild oats, for 
at the age of 102, while his fli-st 
<«ife was still living, be fell in love 
'W<<i] another woman. 

i^orlly before his death. Parr was 
'taken to London by Thomsa, Kurl 
of Arundel, and presented to his 
'■aiHJosty. This proved the downfall 
of tlie old IUH«, for from country 
Tare.io high living and excessive 
,<irinking was too inucli for him, and 
i'be passed away al the untimely ago 
182 years. An autopsy showed bla 
body in almost perfect oenditioo. 



The Countess of Desmond, 146 
years old, was married during tlie 
reign of King Edward IV and danc- 
ed with the king's brotlier, the 
Duke of York, at the wedding. 
Upon the fall of the house of Des- 
mond she was obliged to flee, and, 
although 140 years old, she made 
the journey from Bristol to London 
without injuring her heal'li She 
died almost a pauper. Lord Bacon 
was credited witii saying that this 
remarkable old woman had renewed 
her teeth two or three times. 

Jonathan Ilartop, who quit this 
world in his 138th year, had much 
Id show for living that long. lie 
married five times, a>d as a result 
of these unions seven children were 
l>orn. From these came the follow- 
ing offspring: Twenty-six grand- 
children, seventy-four greatgnind- 
childreu, 140 great great-grand 
children. He ate littb-, but was 
particularly fond of milk. Within 
a few months of his dcHth h*' was 
able to i-ead without the aid of 
spectacles and could play cribbage 
like an expert. 

It was said tliat when Milton was 
a young man he l)orrowed |260 
from Harlop. The poet later re- 
turned this money after obtaining 
it with great difflcnily. Harlop 
would not accept it, but Milton 
iiisisted and wrote a somewhat tart 
note declaring he had not taken the 
money as a gift l>ut as a loan to |)e 
returned with interest. This letter, 
it is said, was in Hartop's posses- 
sion when he died. 

Among those of past ages who 
have accomplished remarkalile 
things at an advanced age are: 

Darwin, author of "Origin of 
Species" written at the age of 80 
years. 

Immanuel Kant, writer of "Cri- 
tique of Pure Reason," at the age 
of 67. 

Herbert Spencer made a rough 
outline of his "Synthetic Pliiloso- 
phy" when 40 years old, wrote 
" Principles of Psychology," when 
flfty-two years old, and " Justice," 
at seventy one years. 

Richard Wagner accomplished 
more after the age of 60 ihan before. 
The entire "Niel)elungen Ring" ap- 
peared when he was 60 years old, 
and his "Parsifal" was written 
when he was 64 years old.

Editor Journal : — I was much 
.surpri-sed at Rev. Allabough's last 
letter to Cadi Howard about Cleve- 
land Committee. I was still more 
surprised when I studied the money 
report of the commiittee. The sur- 
pri.se was not pleasant. 

If the Rev. had been satisfied with 
his first letter in which he nicely 
whitewashed young Mr. Ayers, I 
should probably not have given the 
matter any more thought. But the 
second letter made me sit up. I stu- 
died his statements and the Cleveland 
money report more carefully. I also 
studied the local committee reports 
of the conventions at St. Paul, St. 
IvOui.s, Norfolk and Colorado Springs. 
I made some comparisons The 
conclusions reached about the Cleve- 
land report were not pleasant. 

I think it would have been wiser 
if the Rev. had left his whitewash 
pail and brush at home in the first 
place, and his ext)lanations unex- 
plained. Sometimes it is better to 
lie low, like Brer Rabbit, and say no- 
thing. Sometimes it is not wise to 
hoot like an owl in a tree. The owl 
may get shot. There are some ex- 
cuses that do not excuse, some ex- 
planations that do not explain, and 
some whitewashes that do not white- 
wash. 

iu his second letter the Rev, u.sed 
his whitewash brush so vigorou.sly 
as to get some of the skin off young 
Mr. Ayers and some of the white- 
wa.sh into the reverend eye. If put 
0.1 with care and .skill, whitewash is 
very good and useful. But it is not 
g'Kid when it gets into the reverend 
eye. It may keep the reverend e) e 
from .seeing things in their true light 
and just proportions and as they 
must appear to most diaf people who 
do not live in Cleveland, including 
even that fine old Buckeye, Mr. 
Augustus B. Greener. 

It makes no difference to me what 
the Rev. wants to call the $200.00 
from the Hollenden Hotel. He may 
call it a donation, or present, or gift, 
or windfall, or bonus, or .shinplaster. 
A skunk-cabbage by any other name 
smells jn.st as bad. But the fact 
remains that if the Hollenden had 
not been made headc/uarters, this 
$200 would no have been "donated," 
presented, given or bonussed to the 
committee It was an inducement, 
that is all. I looked for this $200.00 
bonus in the list tii receipts in the 
rejwrt, but could not find it. I sup 
ix)se it is hidden like a nigger in the 
wood-pile of the $398.00 collected by 
the young chairman. I suppose the 
$60.00 commission went .slick into 
the chairman's pocket. Perhaps it 
helped to salve whatever itch of con- 
.science he may have felt about the 
forfeited option on the Armory. It 
made no difference if the convention 
was saddled with an expensive hotel 
that many of the delegates could not 
afford. When I spoke of misre- 
presentation in this connection, I had 
in mind the claim that 2000 deaf 
people would attend this convention. 
Perhaps this estimate was shown the 
hotel boss. 

It is not nice for the Rev. to 
excuse the graft ruH riot at Cleveland 
by saying the precedent was es- 
tablished at Colorado Springs. Si:ch 
a precedent should have been 
properly despised. The Cleveland- 
ers should have l>een too proud and 
honest to follow it. They should 
have .scorned it, spurned it, and held 
it up to everylxniy's contempt as a 
precedent more honored in the 
breach than the ob.servance. 

The Colorado Chairman was much 
more than mere Local Committee 
Chairmen. He was several other 
chairman besides. He was also 
president of the As.sociation. He 
did not expect, nor receive, nor de- 
mand, any commission for the $655 
he secured in all. In addition he 
hired a man for two months to help 
him at his business. This cost him 
a round $100.00, but he never 
thought of putting in a bill. The 
testimonial presented him at the con- 
vention was less to recognize his 
work as loc.i ! n. It was more 

a mark of a,, . ...ation for distin- 
gui.shcd services rendered the As- 
.sociation. In the presentation ad- 
dress no reference is made to local

makes one smile. The chairman 
paid himself more than liberally for 
his service*. These services were 
scrvir-^- -(»ry instance past chair- 

men r free, gratis, for noth- 

ing, wuh so many smart deaf- 
mutes in Cleveland to help, it was 
not necessary for him to give up his 
job for two whole months. One 
week's hu.stling in July to get the 
program adverti.sements would have 
been plenty. He might have l>ecn 
paid f' ')r- 

respoi ,\'e 

been done in the evenrngs. 

In fact, I have heard that when 
he " gave up his job" to give all his 
time to the committee work, he had 



no job to give up. The sum he 
paid himself deserves but one name 
— graft. Add to this the $50.00 re- 
presented by the two weeks' free 
board and lodging at the Hollenden 
for himself and family, and one 
must smile at the Rev. 's remark 
about a " substantial testimonial." 

The graft at Colorado Springs was 
all wrong. But conditions were 
different there from tho.se in Cleve- 
land, f^he chairman there had the 
excuse that this town was small. 
Only six deaf men lived there besides 
himself. Half of these were doing 
all they could to hinder his work. 
Morever there are less people in 
the whole State of Colorado than 
there are in Cleveland and its sub- 
urbs. Cleveland, with its great 
wealth, its scores of smart deaf- 
mutes, and with the great State of 
Ohio at its back should never have 
needed commission graft to spur on 
its work'. 

I am appending a table covering 
the local committee receipts and 
expenditures for the last five N. A. 
D. conventions. I think it will 
prove interesting. 

By gross receipts I mean all the 
money from all sources including 
money from the sale of banquet, 
excursion tickets, etc, to members. 
By net receipts I mean all the money 
really raised by each committee not 
including banquet, etc., money from 
members during the convention. 
The Colorado Springs and Cleveland 
committees paid for the badges given 
members and al.so for souvenir pro- 
grams and cards, and the industrial 
exhibit, which expenses the other 
committees did not have to pay. 
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that a shcrt time ago, a deaf mute 
gentleman tried to get money for the 
Endowment Fund. At once there 
was talk of graft. This gentleman 
was even asked what his " rake-off" 
would be. He was told that there 
was too much graft in the N. A. D, , 
that the N. A. D. was rotten, and 
that he need not expect anything for 
the Fund. 

This gentleman has plenty of 
money. Even the eyeless fish of 
the Mammoth Cave could have seen 
that he was working for this Fund, 
because he loved the deaf and 
thought well of the N. A. D., and 
not from a wish to earn money from 
commissions. 

The N. A. D. stands for the things 
that will help the deaf. The deaf 
.should work for the N. A. D. for the 
good of the cause. The offer of a 
conmiission .should be treated as an 
insult. I am glad to say that I be- 
lieve that not the least smell of graft 
taints the Gallaudet Repair F'und, or 
the Endowment Fund of the A.s.socia- 
lion. I am sure the De I'Epce 
Fund will be clean. I am sure the 
San Francifico Fund will be clean. 
It is not right for the deaf tosu.spect 
that becau.se one committee has been 
tainted with graft the entire Associ- 
ation is rotten. But we must purge 
the Asiiociation of all for .such 
suspicion. I hope all respected and 
fair-minded friends of the N. A. D.

We have a few blush- 
ing violets in the West that would 
not suffer in comparison. In justice 
to them, may I, a free lance writer 
claim a little space? Mayhap our 
friends of the West would like to 
hear how their confreres of the Ef- 
fete East meet the competition of 
the " Fourth Dimension" and stand 
their piles of brick and steel from 
forty feet below grade to the snow 
line. 

In New York, where the under- 
taker is ever at hand with his tape 
to measure the fellow who can't 
keej} up in front for his wooden 
overcoat, there is one Deaf Architect 
who has all the qualifications de- 
manded. Has his own office, does 
his own job from the four-lot lines 
to the gilding of the ball on the 
flagpole, and knows not Joseph on 
tbe job. 

Among architects of the "Big 
Town," Mr. Fetscher classes high. 
Born in Evansville, Indiana, 1880. 
Entered New York public schools. 
Became deaf at thirteen years of age 
bv an attack of spinal meningitis. 
Though totally deaf graduated from 
the Public Schools at fourteen. 
Entered New York Institution (Fan- 
wood) and was immediately placed 
in the High Class. Leaving two 
and a half years later to seek a 
higher education, entered " Barnard 
Preparatory School. " While there 
he mantained a grand average of 
98 per cent. Awarded the highest 
honor of tbe .school, the "Gold 
Medal of Sludens Fideles, " and 
completed the four years ' course in 
three years. The students of this 
.school are sons of the wealthiest and 
best known citizens of the country, 
the studies embracing Latin,' Greek, 
trigonometry, calculus, etc. 

Mr. Fet.scher entered the office of 
Messrs. Harde & Short. For them 
he was the only draughtsman, and 
while with them, won the competi- 
tion of the City and Surburban 
Homes Co. for model tenement 
houses. The entire block. Avenue A, 
78lh and 79ih Streets, New York 
City, being built from these plans. 
Mr. Felsclier was then called to the 
office of Henry Fouchaux, who was 
starting the undertaking that placed 
the New York Institution for the 
Deaf on a pedestal that marked it 
the " Finest equippted school in the 
world." With' Mr. William F. 
Staab, Mr. Fet.scher drew every 
line of that work. Tbe Dormitory 
and Isolating Hospital, and the 
liundreds of changes to the various 
Imildiiigs, that make this school the 
Mecca of those desiring? to see the 
best, are testimony to his skill and 
the goodness of Principal E. H. 
Currier, whose* words were " If it 
ain't made, draw it and we will-get 
it made." There is a rca.son for the 
lieallli of that school, and the reason 
can be found in the front office in its 
Principal and the men who planned 
its buildings. For Mr Fouchaux, 
Mr. Fetscher drew about $50,000,000 
worth of work. At the death of Mr. 
Fouchaux, Mr. Fet.scher entered the 
office of Messrs. Buchnian & Fox, 
and was their plan man. If you 
have gazed in awe at " The World's 
Tower Building," which rears it- 
self thirty-one stories on a lot fifty 
feet by ninety-five feet, or the 
Browning Building, Ronwitt Teller & 
Co , Plant & Co., New York Times 
Annex and many others you can say 
with pride " A Dummy DID DAT." 
Lately Mr. Fet.scher has establish- 
ed his own office and can show you a 
town of houses in the Cypress Hills 
District of Brooklyn The apart* 
nient house of Mr. Henry Beuer- 
mann at Yonkers, residences in 
New Jersey, factories in Brooklyn, 
lecture halls and residences it^ far- 
away Indiana. 

Mr. Fetscher's office is at 523 
Guion Avcnne, Richmond Hill, L. 1. 
He is a graduate of Woods Busi- 
ness College, an engineer as well as 
an architect, is .secretary of the 
American Deaf Artists' Society, and 
with Mr. Douglas Tilden was in- 
strumental in having this Society 
become a chapter of the American 
Federation of Arts. For two terms 
was president of the Hollywood 
Fraternity of the Deaf. 

Mr. O. E. Lewis is a structural 
dctailcr in the office of one of the 
largest engineering firms of New 
York City. His work is detailing 
and making shop drawings for the 
large and heavy constructional steel 
shapes. ' It is one that requires 
absolute accuracy and a high working 
knowledge of construction and great 
resijonsibility. Mr. Lewis' best 
work may be«aid to be in the Wal- 
dorf Astoria Hotel of New York 
City, wherd, in the ball room, it was

Having learned that there have 
been insinuations of graft in connec- 
tion with the Endowmeivt Fund of 
the National Association, I wish to 
make the following statement : 

Kvery cent contributed to or in- 
tended for the lindowment Fund has 
been put into this fund. Moreover, 
every cent is still there. The 
principal has not been touched. 
Neither has the interest that has ac- 
cumulated during the past three 
years. The general expense fund 
of the Association is entitled to the 
interest or income of whatever sum 
may be in the Endowment fund, but 
so far this interest has not been 
touched, but has been added to the 
principal. 

Neither the Tru.stees of the Fund, 
nor the committee charged with its 
augmentation, have taken a pentiy 
from any donation to the Fund in 
the .shajie of commissions or " rake- 
off." The necessary expenses in- 
curred for stationery or postage have 
been paid or will be paid out of the 
general treasury of the Association. 
My stationery was furnished me 
from the office of Secretary Roberts, 
and the same is the case with the 
stationery of the other members of 
the Hoard and the Committee. 

Wlratever sums from whatever 
source may be given to or pledged to 
the Fund will be placed in the Fund 
entire. Not one penny will be 
deducted for commissions or ex- 
penses. Per.sons who are unselfish- 
ly giving their time and services to 
the Fund by acting as State agents 
or treasurers, are herewith expressly 
and unequivocally prohibited from 
offering commissions or similar ca.sh 
inducemeuls to l>e deducted from 
donations received or pledged. If 
they offer prizes, such prizes must 
be paid for out of their own pockets. 

I trust I have made tnyself plain. 
This loose, unwarranted passing 
from mouth to mouth of iiisinuations 
and suspicions that have no founda- 
tion in even a shadow of fact, is to be 
regretted. It does not si>eak well 
for the deaf. If the deaf have no 
confidence in or must doubt the in- 
tegrity or the honest pur^wses and 
endeavors of the organized deaf, no 
one else will. If hereafter any one 
again insinuates graft or dishonesty 
in connection with the Kudowment 
Fund of the National Association, 
set him down for a liar, and refer 
him to me. 

Every American deaf-mute who 
has the welfare of the class at heart 
should help this fund, and should 
give it the support no less of his 
good-will and good words than of 
his dollars and cents. He .should 
close neither his heart nor his purse 
to the appeal that will be made lo 
help. 

This fund will not be regarded as 
complete until its income amounts lo 
$io,ooo annually. If the Volta 
Bureau and Speech Association can 
spend more than this each year to 
bolster a single i.ssue, the National 
Association will need twice as much 
to carry out all the various aims and 
policies to which it is pledged.

A celebration of Washington's 
birthday, as pathetic as it was un- 
ique, was held yesterday afternoon 
iu St. Joseph's College auditorium 
hy the Knights of De I'Epee, an 
organization of Catholic deaf mutes 
The meeting was preceded by a 
reception at which the guest of hon- 
or was Rev. William Singletoi), who 
is in charge of the deaf-mute cate- 
chism cla.ss and is an expert in the 
use of the sign language. The ad- 
dress of the day was made by 
James Donnelly,, a deaf mute, 
whose words were interpreted to the 
audience by Father Singleton. 

Mr. Donnelly's address was for 
the most part a sharp criticism of 
thi< discrimluiitiou he deelared was 
shown against Catholic deaf-mutes. 
After l)nef tribute to Washington 
and Lincoln, he said, in part : 

It is not my purpose lo talk of 
nVashington and Lincoln The 
matter which will, I hope, interest 
those present is the condition of the 
Catholio deaf-mutes in this country. 
It may surprise many 10 be told 
that there are 149 schools for Ihe 
deaf in Ihe United States, with an 
enrollment of about 13,930 pupils, 
tau«ht by almost 1900 teachers. Of 
these schools only about 10 are un- 
der Catholic auihoiily. All lint 21 
of the schools mentioned are direct 
ly supported by the States in which 
liiey are located. 

As I said before, all but a few of 
these schools are under non Catho- 
lic supervision. As a result Catho- 
lic deaf-mule children who aitend 
these schools are in Ihe same pixsi 
lion as a Catholic child who goes to 
a public school, only more eo. 
Public schools are devoid of all re- 
ligrous teaching — almost. In a 
deaf mute instil ntion religious in- 
si I uction is imparted to the pupils 
ill the manner decided by the head 
of Ihe school — most often under the 
far-felched title of " non seclariiiii" 
instruction, which results in Ihe loss 
of faith to the Catholic child. 

Here in Pbihulelphia the Pro- 
testant deaf are noted for their 
"tiusiling" libililies ably supported 
by the head of Ihe Stale school in 
this city. They have a church ol 
I heir own with a big membership list. 
It Is well known among Ihe local 
deaf that many of these are of 
Catholic |)areniage. Whence the 
loss? It is in no secret among Ihe 
deaf that the Ir'ouble can be traced 
to Ihe so-called " non seelariaii " 
instruction given In I he Hate schools 
What is true of Philadelphia is true 
of every other State. I know this 
peisonal oliservalion. 

There was applause, hearty and 
frequent, while Mr. Donnelly was 
making his address, and he was 
warmly congratulated at its close 
Father SiMgletun closed the meeting 
with a shot t addi'ess, and gave bene- 
diction 

We do not care to dispute Mr. 
Donnelly's statements as they are 
made to appear in the above report, 
but, for the sake of truth, we desire 
to say a little anent the subject 
broaclied. 

We have several times in the 
past — as often as we had oppor- 
tunity — inserted newspaper clip- 
pings of the new Ryan Memorial 
S^'hool for Catholic Deaf- Mutes 
that has been established here, 
showing that Catholic deaf-mutes 
now have a sectarian school here. 

The Mount Airy School, under 
Dr. Crouier, is singularly liberal to 
pupils of Ihe Catholic Faith. They 
are given more privileges than 
those of any other creed, not fxcept 
ing tl e JEpiscopal deaf. In its 
broad policy, the school employs 
teachers without n>gard lo creed, 
so that Calholies have an equal 
chance with Protestants. 

It is utterly pieposterons to ex- 
pect Ihe State of Pennsylvania, or 
any other slate, lo siugl* out any 
religious denomination as a special 
proieize The least it can do is to 
provide a common ,«chool for till 
sects Under such liberal provi- 
sion. Catholics profit as well as 
those of any other creed. We chal- 
lenge any one to ahow that the 
Mount Airy School discriminates 
against pupils of the Catholic Faith. 
A non-sectarian school is one 
which persons of all creeds may at- 
tend. They must necessarily con- 
form to its discipline, part of which, 
and it Is a very small part. Is to 
teach the fear of God throuijh 
simple religions instruction. No 
attempt is made lo catechize or to 
catholicize the students, that being 
the duty of Ihe Chuicb. " Do men 
gather figs off the thistles?" So, 
loo, a non-sectarian school does 
not turn ont sectarian catrchnmers, 
and it is not its fault that it does 
not. 

We can commend the religious 
zeal of Mr. Donnelly and his fol- 
lowers In this matter, and perhaps 
he will al.so be generous enough to 
allow a little show of zeal on our 
part In attempting to place our 
Almn Mater in a more favorable 
light than he has seen it. 
Abcat thirty-flve attended the

Rbv. C. O. Da ntzer addressed the 
Diocesan Commitlee of Ihe Wo- 
men's Auxiliary at the Church House 
in the forenoon of February 24ili. 
His address, which was written ami 
read l)y the Rev. Dr. Louis C. 
Washburn, seemed to have been 
well received. Afterwards Dr. 
Washburn also put iu some good 
words for the work among lire deaf. 
Misses Jeauette King and Elizabeth 
Pfeiffer gave some renditions iu the 
sign-language before the Com- 
mittee. 

There are good prospects that the 
walls and ceiling of the basement of 
xVll Souls' Parisli House will be com- 
pleted in the near lulure. A wood 
en floor may also be laid over the 
pieseut hard cement floor. An offer 
to donate the lumber has been re- 
eeivi'd with a siring attached to it — 
that the deaf provide the labor. 

At present, the basement referred 
to is only equipped for brtskel-ball 
playing. When funds permit, a 
gymnasium will lie gradually form- 
ed, so thai mure deaf may use it for 
pleasure and recreation.

Ill the falih of Jesus Christ we 
dedicate this Parish House as a gift 
from God's silent children and 
their friends to His Qloty, In the 
name of the Father, and of Ihe Son, 
and of Ihe Holy Ghost. Amen. 

After the Benediction, the service 
ended. 

Dr. Crouter Interpreted the ser- 
vice throughout, and, after It was 
over, made a felicitous speech of 
congratnlalion on the creat advance 
attained by the deaf Church people 
of Philadelphia, and on Ihe excel- 
lent attendance at this service. He 
eneouraired them lo continual ef- 
fort for the high ideals of li/e and 
Christian living; and, for hituaelf, 
he would recommend lo sncli era 
duates of the Mt. Airy School as in- 
cline to the Episcopal Faith to at- 
tend All Sonis' Church and partake 
of its tieneflls. 

The Bishop linirered some time to 
shake hands with Ihe people.

Although the deaf residents 
could not of course hear the music, 
they were quite satisfied with 
watching the dancers. Coffee and 
cake were served in the dining- 
room at about half past ten o'clock 
and an hour later all were ready to 
leave for home.
